


Saud, Thatcher discuss Gulf war 

LONDON (R;— Saudi Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al Faisal 
conferred Tuesday with British Prime Minister Margaret Thar 
teber on Arab moves to end the war between Iran and Iraq. 
British officials said after the 45-minute meeting that Prince Saud 
outlined latest peace-making efforts by the Gulf states. They 
declined to go into detail. But diplomatic sources said the Gulf 
states sought to persuade Syria to re-open an Iraqi pipeline across 
its territory to carry oil to the Mediterranean. This would reduce 
the temptation for Iraq to use new French Super Etendard aircraft 
to attack on installations in Iran, the sources said. Iran threatened 
to halt all oil shipments through the Gulf if Iraq raids the ins- 
tallations. This would seriously affect Saudi Arabia and other 
Gulf oil exporters. 




Arafat appeals for Soviet help 

BEIRUT (R) — Embattled Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat has appealed for help to Soviet 
leader Yuri Andropov “in this critical stage” the PLO news

Solution. The text was released by WAFA in a despatch from

Palestinian people, so that we can overcome this critical stage in 
the history of the Palestinian people.”

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Fahd receives 
Hussein’s message 

AMMAN (J.T. ) — Saudi Arabia's 
King Fahd Tuesday received a 
message from His Majesty King 
Hussein dealing with current Arab 
Affairs, the situation in Lebanon 
and the Palestinian question and 
latest developments in the issues, 
the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, said. The message, “which 
was in compliance with the con- 
tinuing consultations between 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan within 
the framework of efforts made to 
guarantee a positive climate" for 
the next Arab summit scheduled 
to be held in Riyadh, Petra said. 
Royal Court Chief Ahmad Al 
Lawzi, who delivered the message 
to King Fahd. later returned to 
Amman, Petra added. 

Handicapped sports 
chief praises 
Jordanian efforts 

AMMAN (Petra) — Dr. Frank 
-Hades, president of the sports sec- 
tion at the U.S.-based Kennedy 
Foundation for the Rehabilitation 
of the Handicapped, expressed 
appreciation for efforts made by 
Her Majesty Queen Noor to help 
the handicapped. Dr. Haden pra- 
ised the role played by Chief 
Chamberlain Prince Ra’d Ibn 
Zaid for expanding services off- 
ered to the handicapped in Jor- 
dan. Dr. Haden said he had visited 
33 countries over the last few 
years, and added that these visits 
to developing countries aim at 
organising a special Olympic 
games for the handicapped. 

Arens: SS-21s 
do not alter balance 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Defence 
Minister Moshe 'Arens said Tue- 
sday that Soviet-supplied SS-21 
missiles in Syria did not alter sig- 
nificantly Israel's balance of 
power with the Arab World. Israel 
Radio reported. The sophisticated 
surface-to-surface missiles with a 
range of 110 kilometres, are con- 
sidered highly accurate. Israel's 
intelligence chief last week said 
the missiles increased Syria's 
“qualitative and quantitative" 
ability to hit targets within Israel. 

Israel to boycott 
Camp David function 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Israel will boy- 
cott a conference in Atlanta City 
to mark the fifth anniversary of I 
the signing the Camp David acc- 
ords, Israel Radio said. The Israeli 
decision was in protest against the 
Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation's (PLO) participation in 
the conference, scheduled to be ! 
held in November, the radio, mon- 
itored in Amman, said. The Israeli 
government will not be rep- 
resented at the meeting, but some 
Israeli university professors are 
expected to attend the conference. 

Ariane ready for 
new blast off 

KOUROU SPACE CENTRE, 
French Guiana (R) — The cou- 
ntdown for Europe’s first purely 
commercial space launch was on 
target Tuesday with the rocket 
Ariane L-7 due to blast off at 8:54 
p.m. (2354 GMT). Ariane L-7 
will be carrying Europe’s hopes 
for a big share in the- booming 
commercial space market when 
the three-stage 42-metre rocket 
lifts off with its communications 
satellite payload from this spr- 
awling French space centre on the 
French Guiana coast. 
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Gemayel fixes airport as talks 
venue, but Junblatt says ‘no’ 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The Lebanese gov- 
ernment Tuesday fixed Beirut airport as the 
venue for long-delayed national rec- 
onciliation talks aimed at ending Lebanon’s 
nine years of violence but an aide to opp- 
osition leader Walid Junblatt immediately 
site as “completely una- 


rejected the 
cceptable.” 

State-run Beirut Radio ann- 
ounced that provincial governors 
had beenasked to send invitations 
to nine politicians and factional 
leaders to attend the conference at 
the airport, south of the city, at 
1 1.00 a.m. (0900 GMT) on Thu- 
rsday. 

- The date was set last week, but 
President Amin Gemayel held off 
announcing the venue while a 
mediator sought to end a three- 
week wrangle among the factions 
over where to meet. 

In Damascus, Riyad Ra’ad. a 
senior official of Mr. Junblatt’s 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSPj, 
said he was surprised by the Beirut 
Radio announcement and rej- 
ected the airport as completely 
unacceptable to Mr. Junblatt. 

Mr. Ra’ad told Reuterrthat the 
PSP was proposing that the mee- 
ting should take place in a neutral 
country in Europe, possibly Swi- 
tzerland. 

Officials at the presidential pal- 
ace confirmed that the airport, 
which serves as base for the 
1,600-strong U.S. Marine con- 
tingent in Beirut, had been fixed 
as the -venue. 

But news of the decision, which 
first surfaced on the privately-run 
radio of the right-wing Falangist 
Party, appeared to take them by 
surprise. They said no ann- 
ouncement was planned before a 
cabinet meeting Wednesday. 

As the news broke, the regular 
thump of exploding artillery shells 
resounded over the capital from 
army positions in the hilltop town 
of Souk Al Gharb to the east. 

Military sources said about 100 
rounds hit the town during the aft- 


ernoon, apparently from Syrian- 
backed Druze militiamen who 
fought the army there up till the 
Sept. 26 ceasefire. 

Earlier, two soldiers were killed 
and three wounded when tank- 
backed army units clashed with 
gunmen in the southern suburbs 
and airport road, stronghold of 
Shf ite Muslim militias. Two civ- 
ilians were killed and about 10 
reported injured in die fighting. 

Mr. Junblatt’s right-hand man, 
former cabinet mmister Marwan 
Hammadeh, later told Reuters in 
Damascus that the Beirut Radio 
announcement was inexplicable 
and the PSP was against the air- 
port as a venue. 

“We have made our res- 
ervations about Beirut airport as a 
site for the national dialogue con- 
ference clear to the Lebanese gov- 
ernment many times because of 
the security situation there.” Mr. 
Hammadeh said. 

“ We were surprised by the Leb- 
anese government ann- 
ouncement. Our position remains 
the same.” 

Mr. Hammadeh said the Beirut 
announcement came as - Saudi 
Arabia’s deputy envoy Rafiq Har- 
iri was on his way to Beirut with a 
new proposal for President Gem- 
ayel. 

Hariri ‘very hopeful' 

Just before he left, Mr. Hariri 
said he was “very hopeful” and. 
believed a site acceptable to all 
sides would be announced within 
24 hours. 

Mr. Hariri earlier held two 
hours of talks with Syrian Foreign 


Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam 
and said the results were “very 
good.” 

Questioned about the Beirut 
government announcement. Mr. 
Hammadeh said it came as a com- 
plete surprise as he had just been 
talking to Mr. Hariri and had 
made a different proposal. 

Neither man would reveal what 
the proposal was. 

But Mr. Hariri said: “lam going . 
back to Beirut to see the president 
(Gemayel).” 

He added he believed the pro- 
posal he was carrying would be 
acceptable to all sides. 

Sources close to Mr. Junblatt 
said they believed unless the 
venue was fixed Tuesday new fig- 
hting was inevitable. 

The sources also said Mr. Jun- 
blatt was planning to travel Wed- 
nesday to a so -far unspecified 
country in West Europe. 

The Beirut Radio ann- 
ouncement said the multi-national 
force, made up of U.S., French, 
I talian and British units, had agr- 
eed to provide security for the 
meeting, although spokesmen for 
the U.S. and British contingents 
said they had no knowledge of any 
such request. 

Earlier Tuesday, former Pre- 
sident Suleiman Franjieh, a pro- 
Syrian Christian who is also inv- 
ited to the conference, reiterated 
his demand that the talks be held 
either outside Lebanon or at the 
town of Diman, which lies close to 
his north Lebanon mountain str- 
onghold. Diman is the summer 
seal of the Maronite Christian pat- 
riarchate. 

4 killed in dashes 

Earlier Tuesday, Lebanese 
army tanks blasted at grenade- 
firing militiamen in Beirut’s sou- 
thern suburbs Tuesday and sec- 
urity sources said four people, inc- 
luding two soldiers, were killed in 
the fighting. 

It was one of the worst out- 
breaks of violence since a cea- 
sefire came into effect on Sept. 26. 
Eyewitnesses said at least four art- 


illery shells crashed near the battle 
zones in the mainly Shi’ite- 
populated suburbs of Beirut. 

Lebanese military sources said 
two Lebanese soldiers were killed 
and three wounded in the exc- 
hanges which subsided after mid- 
day. 

The leftist Murabitoun radio 
named two civilians it said were 
killed by snipers. It said 10 people 
were wounded by sniper fire. 

The military sources sought to 
m inimis e the seriousness of the 
fighting by saying it constituted no 
more than a minor violation of the 
truce. 

Earlier, military sources said an 
army tank in the Galerie Semaan 
area was engaging targets in Bourj 
Al Brajneh, a Shi’ ite nei- 
ghbourhood which is also the site 
of a Palestinian refugee camp. 

A spokesman for the Shf ite 
Muslim Amal (hope) militia said it 
was abiding by the ceasefire and 
its members had orders not to 
shoot back. But he said there were 
unnamed factions at work. 

Spain may join peace force 

MADRID (R) — Spain would i 
consider sending troops to join the 
multinational peacekeeping force 
in Lebanon if the Lebanese gov- 
ernment formalised moves to req- 
uest their presence, the Foreign 
Ministry said Tuesday. 

A ministry spokesman said the 
Lebanese Foreign Ministry had 
held informal contacts with Spa- 
nish diplomats in Beirut to discuss 
the possible request which the 
spokesman said was still at a pre- 
liminary stage. 

A Spanish contingent would 
probably act in an observer role 
but it was too early to say what its 
mission would be or how many 
troops would be involved, the i 
spokesman added. 

Last month, the residence of the 
Spanish ambassador to Lebanon 
was hit by two shells during a 
bombardment of southern Beirut. 
None of the embassy staff was 
hurt. 


U.S., stressing neutrality in Gulf war, warns Iran 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
White House Tuesday stressed its 
neutrality in the Iran- Iraq war 
while warning bran that the United 
States would react if threats to; 
close the vital oil route from the 
Gulf were carried out. 

The three-year-old war, as well 
as Lebanon and the overall sit- 
uation in the Middle East, was on 
the agenda when President Rea- 
gan conferred with his National 
Security Council (NSC) Tuesday 
morning, administration officials 
said. 

Comments by White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes about 
Iran's threats to close the 25-mile 
long Strait of Hormuz at the ent- 
rance to the Gulf followed rem- 
arks by Secretary of State George 


Shultz Monday that Iran could not 
be allowed to blackmail the west. 

Mr. Shultz spoke to reporters 
on his plane Monday as he ret- 
. uined to Washington after talks 
with Canadian officials in Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. 

Some press reports interpreted 
his statement as meaning that the 
United States might be shifting its 
policy away from neutrality in the 
Iran- Iraq war to support for Iraq. 

But Mr. Speakes said Tuesday: 
“We will maintain our neutrality. 
Our only goal is to stop the fig- 
hting and urge both parties to 
negotiate their differences." 

Mr. Speakes repeated his war- 
ning of last week about Iran's thr- 
eats to close the Strait of Hormuz 
if Iraq attacks its oil installations 


with French-built Super Etendard 
fighter-bombers. 

“We would view with grave 
concern any attempt to interfere 
with the passage of ships through 
international waterways,” he said. 
“We value very highly freedom of- 
navigation in the Gulf. We think it 
is essential that free movement 
takes place.” 

Tuesday’s NSC meeting was the 
first attended by Robert McF- 
arlane, Mr. Reagan’s Middle East 
negotiator for the past two and a 
half months, in his new capacity as 
White House national security 
adviser. 

In announcing Mr. McFarlane’s 
appointment Monday to succeed 
William Clark, Mr. Reagan said 


he did not expect any changes in 
Middle East policy as a result of a 
wide-ranging review now in pro- 
gress. 

Mr. Speakes said that pro- 
moting reconciliation among the 
warring Lebanese factions was 
Mr. Reagan’s highest priority 
DOW. 

Mr. Speakes said the next pri- 
ority after Lebanon would be pos- 
sible new moves to push the ove- 
rall Middle East peace plan Mr. 
Reagan announced on Sept. 1. 
1982. 

That plan called for self-rule for 
Pales tinians on the West Bank and 
Gaza in association with Jordan, 
but ruled out an independent Pal- 
estinian state. 


Israel okays Cohen-Orgad 
as new finance minister 


U.S. negotiator says 
Geneva talks continuing 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir Tuesday 
won cabinet approval to appoint 
hardliner Ylgal Cohen-Orgad as 
finance minister to tackle the cou- 
ntry’s serious economic crisis. 

An official cabinet com- 
munique said the decision was 
unanimous. 

The Israeli Knesset (par- 
liament) later approved the app- 
ointment. Voting in the 120- 
member house was 60-48.. 

Labour issued a statement say- 
ing it feared the 46-year-old eco- 
nomist would pour more gov- 
ernment funds into building Jew- 
ish settlements in the occupied 
Arab West Bank. 

The appointment was the first 
test of Mr. Shamir’s ability to con- 
trol the bickering coalition since 
he succeeded Mcoachem Begin 
eight days ago. 

He had been searching since last 
Thursday for a new finance min- 
ister but was hampered by dis- 
agreements within his rightist coa- 
lition and the refusal of Deputy 1 
Premier David Levy to take over 
the job. 

The Labour Party and Com- 
munist Chadash (new) Party have 


tabled no-confidence motions 
over government economic pol- 
icies. They were scheduled to be 
debated Wednesday. 

“A man who vows to continue* 
investments in the (occupied) ter- 
ritories will only bog down Israel 
in an economic mudbath a Lab-, 
our Party statement said. * 

Mr. Cohen-Orgad’s app- 
ointment would bring another 
hardliner on the Arab- Israeli dis- 
pute into the cabinet. He lives in 
the West Bank settlement of Ariel, 
and has helped set up Israeli fac- 
tories In the territory, which was 
occupied in the 1967 Middle East 
war. 

He was a sharp critic of Yoram 
Arid or who resigned as finance 
minis ter last week in a storm over 
his plans to link the economy to 
the U.S. dollar. 

He has promised he would “tell 
the public truth” and not gloss 
over the extent of Israel's eco- 
nomic problems. 

Mr. Cohen-Orgad’s app- 
ointment will mean the gov- 
ernment is headed by a ui- 
umverace of hardliners who opp- 
osed the Camp David treaty with 
Egypt.

Tuesday's session was the first 
since a meeting in Sofia of Warsaw 
Pact foreign ministers and talks in 
Vienna between the West Ger- 
man and Soviet foreign ministers. 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher and 
Andrei Gromyko. 

Mr. Genscher said last Sunday 
in Vienna that he was uncertain 
whether Moscow would continue 


the talks if NATO stationed new 
missiles in Western Europe. 

‘Meagre’ START progress 

The chief Soviet negotiator ax 
parallel talks on long-range wea- 
pons. Viktor Karpov, meanwhile 
described progress so far as “very 
meagre” and called on the United 
States to make a new move in the 
negotiations. 

He was asked on leaving the 
U.S. mission, where a three-hour 
session was held Tuesday, how 
long this round of Strategic Arms 
Reduction (START) talks would 
last. “It depends on the results 
that can be achieved.” Mr. Karpov 
replied. 

“So. far there have been very 
meagre results. We are doing eve- 
rything possible to get results, so 
our partners should do som- 
ething.” 

The United States says it wants 
to continue both sets of neg- 
otiations, even if failure to reach 
agreement at the “EuromissOe" 
talks forces NATO to carry out its 
1979 decision to deploy new mis- 
siles in Europe.

PLA loyalists call for dismissa

KUWAIT (Agencies) — Pal- 
estine Liberation Army (PLA) 
officers in Lebanon Tuesday cal- 
led for the dismissal of the com- 
mander of PLA units in Syria fol-. 
lowing his defection to Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
rebels, a statement issued by the 
Fateh office here said. 

The PLA is the regular fighting 
arm of the PLO. which is led by 
Yasser Arafat. 


The statement said PLA off- 
icers at an emergency meeting 
denounced Brigadier Tariq Al 
Khadra and called on Mr. Arafat 
in his capacity as overall PLA 
commander to dismiss Brig. Kha- 
dra as head of Hittine Forces. 
PLA units in Syria. 

All orders issued by Brig. Kha- 
dra should be ignored by PLA 
troops, it added. 

Brig. Khadra said in a statement 


carried by the official Syrian News 
Agency SANA Tuesday he no 
longer recognised Mr. Arafat as 
the'head of the PLO. 

"Arafat is involved in 
American-Zionist plots and is 
dragging the Palestinian people 
down a dangerous road.” he was 
quoted as saying.

Iraqi, Yugoslav leaders discuss ties 


BAGHDAD (R) — Yugoslav- 
Prime Minister Mtika Planinc and 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
Tuesday discussed ways to str- 
engthen bilateral relations, the 
Gulf war and the Non-Aligned 
Movement, the Iraqi News Age- 
ncy (1NA) said. 

The agency quoted President 
Hussein as saying relations bet- 
ween Iraq and Yugoslavia were 
strong and thanking Yugoslavia 
for supporting the Arab World 
against “Israeli aggression and 
imperialist plans.” 

Mr. Planinc, who arrived in - 
Baghdad on Sunday, backed Iraqi 
appeals for an end to the Iran- Iraq 
war, now in its fourth year. INA 
said. 


Baghdad has made repeated 
calls for a ceasefire, all of them 
rejected by Tehran which dem- 
ands billions of dollars in war rep- 
arations. a return to pre-war bor- 
ders and “punishment of the agg- 
ressor” as conditions for peace. 

President Hussein and Mr. Pia- 
ninc also discussed ways of boo- 
sting the role of the 101 -member 
Non-Aligned Movement, as well 
as the Middle East situation and 
other international issues. INA 
said. 

Iraq expects new attack 

Meanwhile. Iran has completed 
preparations for a fresh offensive 


in the three-year-old Gulf war and 
an attack is imminent, an Iraqi mil- 
itary spokesman said Tuesday. 

The spokesman, quoted by the 
Iraqi News Agency (INA). did not 
indicate where the offensive 
would take place, but he said Iraqi 
troops were prepared to repel any 
attack. 

Iran has launched about seven 
offensives to try to break through 
Iraqi lines since Iraqi troops wit- 
hdrew from territory they occ- 
upied shortly after the war began 
in September 198n. 

The last Iranian offensive was in 
the central sector of the war front 
at the end of J uly. one week after a 
cross-border thrust over northern 
Iraq's Kurdish mountains. 


McFarlane named U.S. 
national security adviser 


Shultz: 
McFarlane 
is excellent 
choice 

WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
says he expects no change in U.S. 
foreign policy under the new head 
of the National Security Council 
(NSC), Robert McFarlane. 

Mr. Shultz spoke with reporters 
while returning to Washington 
from two days of talks with Can- 
adian Secretary of State for Ext- 
ernal Affairs Allan MacEachen in 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. 

Mr. Shultz described the new 
national security advisor as 
“fair-minded” and “a real pro- 
fessional." He said Mr. McF- 
arlane, who has been serving as 
President Reagan's special envoy 
to the Middle East, has been part 
of the U.S, foreign policy 
decision-making process for quite 
a while and knows the issues. 

Asked if Mr. McFarlane will 
have as much influence with the 
president as did William Clark, 
the president’s long-time friend 
who left the NSC job to serve as 
interior secretary. Mr. Shultz said 
“the president has a great respect 
for him” and that he is sure Mr. 
McFarlane will develop a unique 
relationship with the president 
just as Mr. Clark did in the pos- 
ition. 

In reply to a question on Leb- 
anese reconciliation efforts, Mr. 
Shultz said that he had extensive 
talks with Mr. McFarlane, who 
returned from the Middle East to 
Washington last week, and Waddi 
Haddad, special adviser ro Leb- 
anese President Amin Gemayel. 

“... There is a lot of activity 
going on and I think there is mot- 
ion... on ihe political talks as well. 
The preparatory meeting was 
quite satisfactory as I understand 
it. mid so I think as a general pro- 
position things are moving” Mr. 
Shultz said. 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
President Reagan Monday named 
Middle East negotiator Robert 
McFarlane as his new national 
security affairs adviser. 

Mr. McFarlane succeeds Wil- 
liam Clark, nominated last week 
to replace James Watt as interior 
secretary. 

Mr. Reagan told reporters that 
Mr. McFarlane. a retired Marine 
corps lieutenant-colonel with 
much experience in government, 
brought ”a treasure of exp- 
erience" to his new post and was 
ideally qualified for his new res- 
ponsibilities. 

The new national security aff- 
airs adviser, who is also director of 
staff of the National Security 
Council (NSC), previously served 
as State Department counsellor 
and then Mr. Clark’s deputy. 

Mr. Reagan said he did not 
know when he would choose a 
new Middle East envoy. 

U.N. Ambassador Jean Kir- 
kpatrick would remain at the Uni- 
ted Nations, Mr. Reagan said after 
being asked about reports that she 
would be offered a new foreign 
policy post.

McFarlane vows to end feuds with 
State Department over foreign policy 


WASHINGTON ( R> - Robert 
McFarlane. the White House’s 
new national security adviser, has 
pledged lo end internal feuding 
with i he State Department over 
foreign policy. 

Mr. McFarlane. named to suc- 
ceed Willaim Calrk Monday, qui- 
ckly stressed his main res- 
ponsibility by saying: “ My role is 
not to be an advocate but to be a 
coordinator." 

“ I don' t expect any difficulties.” 
he added in an oblique reference 
to the clashes that rocked previous 
administrations, when the White 
House often kept the State Dep- 
artment in the dark. 

The most serious differences 


occurred . between President 
Nixons national security adviser 
Henry Kissinger and Secretary of • 
Slate William Rogers, and Pre- 
sident Carter's Zbigniew Brz- 
ezinski and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. 

There have been persistent rep- 
orts that Mr. Clark and Secretary * 
of State George Shultz have been 
at odds over policy. 

The new national security adv- 
iser was Mr. Clark’s deputy and 
has served as Middle East envoy 
for the past two-and-a-half 
months. 

Mr. McFarlane’ s first ass- 
ignment was to join President 
Reagan Tuesday at a National 


Security Council meeting on the 
Middle East. Mr. Reagan said 
Monday there would be no change 
in policy. 

The United States backs rec- 
onciliation between warring fac- 
tions in Lebanon, keeps U.S. Mar- 
ines in the peacekeeping force 
there despite fresh casualties, and 
stands on an overall Middle East 
peace plan calling for self-rule for 
the West Bank and Gaza in ass- 
ociation with Jordan. 

Mr. Reagan said Monday Mr. 
McFarlane. a 46-year-old retired

and an expert on arms control, 
brought “a treasure of exp- 
erience” to his new post.

British commandos to go ahead with 
Cyprus drUls despite leftwing protests 


ISTANBUL (R) -British Mar- 
ine commandos will land in Cyp- 
rus on Oct. 24 for a three-day live 
firing exercise on the Akaraas pen- 
insula, a senior British officer said. 

Lt.-CoL Peter Thomas Donkin 
of 40 Commando Royal Marines 
told a press conference aboard the 
aircraft carrier Hermes that there 
was no question of cancelling the 
exercises because of criticism from 
left-wing politicians in Cyprus. 

“We will conduct a live firing 
exercise in Akamas Peninsula, a 
long-established sovereign British 
firing range, later this month.” he 
said. 

In Nicosia, a Cyprus gov- 
ernment spokesman said Britain 
had been granted permission to 
hold the firing exercise at Aka- 
mas, a remote area in northwest 
'Cyprus. Bufthe spokesman and 
'ttoVirces atifie British High Com- 
rmssion expressed surprise at the 
description of the range as “a 
long-established sovereign British 


firing range.” 

Both the spokesman and the 
British sources questioned the use 
of the word “sovereign.” A source 
at the British High Commission 
said: “Both we and the Cyprus 
government are well aware that 
Akamas is republican territory 
which we are allowed to use for 
forces training from time. to time 
after consultation.'' 

The use of Cypriot territory by 
troops from NATO countries has 
become a sensitive political issue 
on the island in recent weeks. 

Officers said the Hermes, which 
arrived here Monday with X50 
commandos aboard, would stay in 
international waters during the 
exercise.

Kirkpatrick backs Israel 


BALTIMORE (R) —The United 
States ambassador to the United

Kirkpatrick. “ If we work harder, 
we may, with other democratic 
states be able to change the Gen- 
eral Assembly from a forum of 
hate-filled resolutions to a forum 
that promotes international bro- 
therhood.” 

Ms. Kirkpatrick spoke Monday 
night to the convention of pioneer 


women, an American Zionist 
group allied with Na'amat.

The pioneer women gave Ms. 
Kirkpatrick its biennial Golda 
Meir award for human relations, 
citing her “significant con- 
tributions in bridging the gap bet- 
ween the United States and Isr- 
ael” and her “valiant efforts in 
defending the cause of freedom.” 

Ms. Kirkpatrick called Iran, 
Syria and Libya “so-called peace- 
loving countries” that frequently 
sponsor anti-Israel resolutions in 
the U.N. General Assembly.

Radio Kabul said last week' Ira- 
nian helicopters had entered Afg- 
han airspace to help Muslim gue- 
rrillas fighting the Soviet-backed 
Afghan government. 

The radio said the violations 
occurred near the south-western, 
town of Zaranj, a frequenfcpro- 
ssing point for guerrillas entering 
Afg^qgjstan on their way to the 
mountainous centre of the jeou- 
ntiy. 


Soviets pulverise Afghan 
village in search of rebels 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Soviet air 
and ground troops have flattened 
almost half a village north of 
Kabul in a five-day bombardment 
apparently aimed at flushing out 
Muslim guerrillas. Western dip- 
lomats said here Tuesday. 

The bombing was part of a 
stepped-up campaign against 
anti-communist guerrillas in the 
Shomali Valley, which stretches 
north from the capital of Kabul 
toward the Soviet Union, they 
quoted reports from their emb- 


assies' in Kabul as saying. 

The hillside village of Istalef. 55 
kilometres north of Kabul, look 
the worst beating from Soviet 
MiGs and helicopters as well as 
from ground artillery and tank 
cannon, they said. 

The diplomats said Soviet tro- 
ops entered the village during lulls 
in the bombing, which lasted from 
Oct. 12 to 17. and sought out the 
houses of Muslim guerrillas 
known to be fighting against the 
Soviet-backed government.

WHO highlights nursing profession 


AMMAN (Petra) — World Hea- 
lth Organisation (WHO) eastern 
Mediterranean regional com- 
mittee conference, which was 
opened here by His Royal Hig- 
hness Crown Prince Hass an Sun- 
day at the Royal Cultural Centre, 
discussed in its Tuesday meeting a 
report submitted by WHO’s reg- 
ional Director Hussein Al Jaza’iri 
on joint cooperation between 
WHO and its member countries. 

In particular the report hig- 
hlighted the improvement in hea- 
lth conditions in member cou- 


ntries and the role of the nursing 
and maternity profession in the

The committee also discussed

Participants also agreed upon 
the necessity of improving health 
administration services especially 
in the field of basic health care in 
order to provide better medical 
services.

Fateh committee meets 

Meanwhile Fateh Central 
Committee members met here 
Tuesday to help solve the five- 
month-old rift in the group, Pal- 
estinian officials said.

■rted Monday, chaired by Farouk 
Kaddoumi. chief foreign .affairs 
spokesman of the PLO. would 
draft a future strategy for the 
group. 

The officials did not elaborate. 
But Kuwait's daily Al Oabas said 
Fateh’s Central Committee had 
decided already to expel 'Arafat 
opponents from the group.

The committee has also decided 
to hold a general congress meeting 
in.

3 vocational training 
institutes open 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Voc- 
ational Training Corporation 
(VTC) has started using its tra- 
ining centres in a number of gov- 
emo rates and districts of Jordan 
after making them ready for ope- 
ning. 

VTC Director-General Mou- 
ther Al Masri said that leaching at 
the Hakama in Irbid and at Al 
Hashimiyeh and Yajouz in the 
Zarqa districts, have opened, and 
the corporation will be handing 
the centres of Ein Al Basha. Wadi 
Al Seer, Sahab and Central Ghor 
in the Jordan Valley over within 
the next three months. VTC has 
planned to open 1 1 centres by the 
end of 19X4. The unfinished ones 
include one in Northern Ghor. 


another at Oueismeh and a driving 
school in Zarqa. 

Each of the new centres can 
accommodate 600 trainees ann- 
ually, and a three-year vocational 
training system is effective in these 
centres, Mr. Masri said. The three 
newly completed centres include 
three categories of specialisation 
covering the mechanics, electricity 
and construction fields. These fie- 
lds have been selected according 
to local needs in the area of their 
establishment. Mr. Masri said. 

The totaLcost of the 1 1 centres' 
is expected to be about JD 10m. 
financed by the Jordanian tre- 
asury, international institutions 
and some friendly governments. 


Mr. Tarawneh told the Jor- 
danian News Agency.

Arabian oryx return to the wild after sixty years

AZRAQ — First at a trickle, than 
at what may be called, in Jor- 
danian terms, a small stampede, 
the herd of 31 oryx at the Sha- 
urnari Wildlife Reserve here eme- 
rged from their pens Tuesday and 
galloped into the relative freedom 
of a 22-square-kilometre pro- 
tected area — returning again to 
the Jordanian wild after an abs- 
ence of some 60 years. Two of the 
female oryx are expected to give 
birth any day now, which will 
bring the population of Jordanian 
oryx to 33. 

The actual releasing of the oryx 
into the wild was performed by 
His Majesty King Hussein, acc- 
ompanied by Queen Noor and the 
visiting Prince Philip, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, in his personal cap- 
acity and as president of the World 
Wildlife Fund. The fund and the . 
International Union for the Con- 
servation of Nature are two of the 
key institutions that have helped 
both the oryx effort and the other 
projects of the Jordanian Royal 
Society for the Conservation of 
Nature (RSCN). 

Also attending Tuesday’s cer- 
emony were Commander- 
in-Chief of the Armed Forces 
Lt.-Gen.- Sharif Zeid lbn Shaker, 
ministers, senior officials, amb- 
assadors. members of the RSCN. 
Azraq area dignitaries and other 
guests. RSCN President An is 
Mouasher addressed the guests 
and thanked all those who have 
helped the society achieve its obj- 
ectives. Oueen Noor handed out 
tokens of appreciations to (hose 
who have been instrumental in the 
oryx project. 

The ceremony Tuesday was the 
culmination of a 21 -year-old int- 
ernational effort to preserve the 
few existing Arabian oryx in the 
world and protect them in capacity 
so that they could breed and be 
reintroduced into the wild once 
again. 

The International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature in 1962 
established an international com- 
mission named the Arabian Oryx 
World Herd Trustees. The com- 
mission obtained eight oryx from 


Oman, the United States, East 
Germany, West Germany and 
Switzerland, followed by six oth- 
ers from Saudi Arabia and Qatar. 

This small herd bred suc- 
cessfully in captivity in the Pho- 
enix, Arizona (USA) zoo, and 
soon was divided into three groups 
in Phoenix. Texas, and California* 

The Arabian oryx disappeared 
from the Jordanian landscape 
about 60 years ago, though herds 
of wild otyx lived in Oman until as 
recently as 1973, when they were 
finally hunted to extinction. It was 
fortunate that a few animals were 
caught and protected in Oman. 
Saudi Arabia and Qatar. 

In 1975 the RSCN established 
the Shaumari Wildlife Reserve 
and requested through the World 
Wildlife Fund | WWF), the rei- 
ntroduction of the Arabian oryx ■ 
to Jordan from the Arabian Oryx 
World Herd Trustees. The WWF 
supported the request, and studies 
were made to ensure the success of 
the experiment. In 1978. 4 males 
were sent to Shaumari and were 
kept in enclosures. Six months 
later, they were followed by 4 
females. 

By late 1978 the RSCN was 
presented with 3 additional Ara- 
bian oryx from Oatar. 

Since then the herd bred suc- 
cessfully in captivity to a total of 
31. The RSCN experimented ini- 
tially by releasing some of these 
animals partially to the wild, and 
the results were reassuring.

The RSCN recently completed 
a study that recommended the ult- 
imate establishment of 12 wildlife 
reserves throughout the country, 
each representing a different cli- 
mate and terrain. Two wildlife 
reserves have been established to 
date, both at Azraq. The Sha- 
umari reserve holds the oryx and 
will soon include several species of 
gazelle, the Syrian onager (wild 
ass) and ostriches. The aim is to 
expand the fenced-in area of the 
reserve to cover a total of 60U.U(Kl 
dunums, to be called the Greater 
Azraq Reserve. 

The Azraq Wetland Reserve is 
the other protected area, and inc- 
ludes the area’s valuable marshes 
and freshwater pools.

The next two reserves to be set 
up are at Zubia. in north Jordan, 
at the Dead Sea area around the 
estuary of the Wadi Mujib. 

Mr. Mouasher. president of the 
RSCN. says the reserves will alw- 
ays be open to the public on a con- 
trolled basis, and special arr- 
angements. including elevated 
viewing platforms, will be made to 
encourage visitors to enter the 
reserves and view the wildlife. 

He particularly hopes that sci- 
entific researchers in Jordan and 
from abroad would take adv- 
antage of the reserves to conduct 
studies on the natural flora and 
fauna of Jordan. One advantage of 
the protected reserves is the opp- 
ortunity they provide for res- 
earchers to test out new species of 
hybrid plants that would not be 
subjected to the ravages of goats 
or humans. Already. Mr. Muasher 
says, wild species of plants that 
were thought to have disappeared 
from Jordan are reappearing ins- 
ide the protected areas. 

Mrs. Leila Sharaf, a member of 
the RSCN board, also notes that 
the establishment of reserves 
lakes on an added significance 
when one recognises the danger of 
desertification that threatens 
many areas ot Jordan, including its 
major urban centres of Amman 
and Zarqa. 


In his speech here Tuesday. Mr. 
Muasher said: "My colleagues, 
members of the RSCN and myself 
work in the belief that nature, with 
all its basic components, soil, 
water, air and wildlife, is a her- 
itage to all generations equally. 
Thus each generation can enjoy 
nature fully and utilise its res- 
ources in the best possible manner 
for the comfort and happiness of 
mankind provided that these res- 
ources are not in any way abused 
or depleted nor its natural balance 
tampered with destructively, thus 
decreasing nature's ability to gbe 
and reproduce. 

"We also work, with the belief 
that the success of economic dev- 
elopment aiming at the welfare of 
mankind, in the long run. depends 
on the extent to which it conforms 
to the requirements of con- 
servation. 

"Natural resources, including 
wildlife, are being subjected to a 
considerable degree of abuse res- 
ulting in the depletion of large 
areas of arable land. The different 
species of wildlife have decreased 
in quantity and some species have 
become endangered or extinct. 
This is unfortunately happening 
despite our awareness of the imp- 
ortance of each and every species. 
Many a species may become the 


cure for a disease or the nucleus 
for an improved \ariety of a plant 
or an animal which may in turn 
become a source of nutrition or an 
aspect of natural beauty in the fut- 
ure. 

"Therefore we share the efforts 
of the world society, in its anxiety 
to conserve nature and protect 
each and every species of wildlife 
by different means, one of which is 
the establishment of natural res- 
erves. 

I take this opportunity to extend 
my thanks and appreciation to all 
the friendsof our society who have 
helped us realise our objectives, 
paniculariy: 

1 . The Board of Trustees ol the 
Arabian oryx programme which 
was initialed by WWF and IUCN. 
This institution is responsible tor 
sa\ ingthe Arabian oryx from ext- 
inction and for providing us with 
the original 8 heads of our herd. 

2. WWF for providing us with 
equipment and technical ass- 
istance and know-how. 

3. H.R.H. Sultan Oaboos of 
Oman for extending his generosity 
to us and financing all the equ- 
ipment necessary to fence the 
Shaumari Reserve. 

4. H.R.H. Hamad AJ Thani of 
Qatar for contributing towards the 
success of our project and for pro- 
viding us with 3 heads of Oryx. 

5. H.E. The Prime Minister for 
offering every assistance possible 
to our society through the various 
government institutions.

JEANE KIRKPATRICK, probably upset, if not down-right 
angry, ar being side-stepped Tor the national security adviser 
job. must have again found it cathartic to take it out on the 
Arabs. “If we work harder." she told a group of American 
Zionist women on Monday night, “we may. with other dem- 
ocratic states, be abie to change the General Assembly from a 
forum of hate-filled resolutions to a forum that promotes int- 
ernational brotherhood." 

(By “international brotherhood", the U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations meant international support, rather than 
censures, for the state of Israel. What else could it be?! 

But what Mrs. Kirkpatrick said there is not really the point, 
as many of us already know that the high-priestess of American 
. conservative thinking repeats herself in defending what she 
likes to call Israeli “democracy", and invariably gets a Zionist 
medal for it. almost every day. The moral of the story, how- 
ever. is something different. 

In Vienna last week, a threat by the United States to wit- 
hdraw from the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) 
prevented the adoption of an Iraqi resolution to suspend Isr- 
ael's membership in the world organisation. The background 
to the proposed resolution, as we all know, is the Israeli attack 
against the Iraqi nuclear reactor in June. 1981, which has gone 
unpunished until now. because Washington must have insisted 
the attack was carried out either in self-defence or in keeping 
with Israel’s “democratic" practices. 

This is then how Mrs. Kirkpatrick and her administration 
think, when she says that there has been a '“growing reluctance 
among other nations, primarily in the African bloc to accept 
without question resolutions by Arab states that condemn Isr- 
ael”. Threats by the U.S. are not at all mentioned, nor do the 
Americans want to say what kind of regimes, African or oth- 
erwise, are those which condone Israeli policies and American 
support for them. 

The moral of Mrs. Kirkpatrick's latest attack on the Arab 
states is indeed dear. The United States is succeeding, perhaps 
slowly but surely, in defending Israel’s freedom to hit, kill and 
destroy because Washington has been more than willing to use 
coercion and threats against any force that stands in the way, 
and much more than before. Naturally, the U.S. envoy's talk 
about “international brotherhood" becomes nothing but dec- 
eption mixed with rubbish — at best.

S. Lebanon: Israel 
digs in to stay

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Turkey holds elections under martial law

ANKARA Turkey holds gen- 
eral elections next month to end 
three years ol military rule, but the 
lorm ot the poll and ol the luture 
government have aroused cri- 
ticism at home and abroad. 

Three parties and 5‘» ind- 
ependent candidates have been 
allowed to run in lire elections due 
on Nov . o. but under new election 
laws they were permitted to paste 
up campaign posters or publish 
party advertisements only trom 
Saturday. 

One party was placed underoll- 
icial investigation last week alter 
its supporters were reported to 
have worn party badges, breaking 
election laws prohibiting anything 
which could be construed as a 
party unitorm. 

Party leaders, mindful of the 
insistence by the ruling generals 
on decorous campaigning, have 
even taken to paying courtesy calls 
on one another, drawing roars of 
disbelieving laughter from Turks 
who vividly recall the mud- 
slinging style ol politics before the 
September lust) coup. 

The generals have olten said 
that such political mayhem helped 
bring about the violence that 
swamped Turkey before ihe tak- 
eover and led them to opt for a 
new. strictly-controlled political 
system. 

But the new system and the 
method ol its imposition have 
come under auack at home and 
abroad. Critics say it does not 
amount to the true democracy the 
generals promised immediately 
alter the coup they would eve- 
ntually restore. 

Alter concentrating initially on 
rooting out political violence, 
which had claimed up to 25 lives a 
day. by rounding up some 3*uniu 
people and capturing thousands ol 
arms, the ruling National Security 


Council (NSC. abolished all pre- 
v ious political parties. 

These had been dominated by 
the Conservative Justice Party and 
the Socialist Republican Peoples' 
Party of former prime ministers 
Suleyman Demirel and Bulent 
Ecevit respectively. 

vlr. Demirel and vlr. Ecevit. 
bitter foes who in the late 1970s 
battled to sustain weak coalition 
governments in the absence ol 
majorities tor their parties, were 
denied the chance of a comeback 
when they were included in pol- 
itical bans ol up to in years on 
hundreds of former politicians. 

Throughout the introduction ol 
these measures, coup leader Gen. 
Kenan Evren. now installed as 
president for seven years, rep- 
eatedly declared in public app- 
earances that a completely fresh 
political stan was to be made. 

Reminding his countrymen that 
the 19*0 coup was the third mil- 
itary intervention in government 
in 2t» years. Gen. Evren said old 
politicians and old ways had to be 
abandoned in la v our o I a new sta- 
ble system. 

A key to this was a fresh con- 
stitution approved by more than 
wu per cent of voters in a ref- 
erendum last November. Thr- 
owing out the old bi-cameral par- 
liamentary system in which the 
prime minister was predominant, 
it gav e enhanced executiv e powers 
to the president, who became the 
chiel figure, with the powers of a 
single JOti-seat assembly con- 
siderably reduced. 

Gen. Evren’s tour colleagues on 
the NSC were also guaranteed ini- 
tial government positions under 
temporary articles attached to the 
constitution. 

As well as allowing for the rec- 
asting of laws governing political 
parties and elections, the charter 
also paved the way lor new curbs 
later imposed on the press, trade 


unions and professional ass- 
ociations. 

The NSC retained the right to 
exclude any party or candidate 
from elections. It has used this 
repeatedly to expunge any party 
or person it felt was connected 
jvith former political groups. 

It also used the veto mechanism 
to prevent a horde of small parties 
from crowding the polls. 

Within a month of the ban on 
politics being lifted last April, the 
NSC abolished one new group and 
locked up vlr. Demirel and 16 
other well-known former political 
figures for political meddling. 
They were released last month. 

By vetoing hundreds of pro- 
spective founding members of 
parties, the generals also ruled oul 
a further 1 1 panies from the gen- 
eral elections by not approving the 
30 founders they legally required 
by an Aug. 24 deadline. 

Among t hose excluded were the 
Social Democratic Party, whose 
original leader Erdal Inonu was 
vetoed, and the Conservative 
Right Way Party. Both showed 
signs of widespread support. 

Only three panies. all carelul to 
express their support lor the coup 
and subseq uent military rule, were 
approved to enter the elections, 
which will be held under con- 
tinuing mania! law. 

A second round ol vetoes fol- 
lowed in which all-but 5u out of 
almost 50(1 prospective ind- 
ependent parliamentary can- 
didates were struck off. and even 
many candidates of the approved 
panics were ruled out. 

Against this background, the 
Council of Europe's Par- 
liamentary assembly rejected the 
forthcoming parliament as und- 
emocratic and refused to admit 
Turkish delegates to its told. The 
decision reflected widespread cri- 
ticism in Europe, especially 
among socialist panies. of the 


generals' rule. 

Criticism also emerged at home, 
although there has been no sign of 
mass disquiet. Mr. Inonu declared 
after his party faded to make the 
elections that the poll would not 
be democratic, and he now faces a 
jail term for his pains. 

Two prominent newspaper col- 
umnists have been prosecuted, 
with imprisonment the likely out- 
come. for similar comments. 

Former Prime Minister Ecevit 
also spoke out. breaking a year- 
long silence with an oblique attack 
on the new system. 

But the generals clearly believe 
that the mass of people approve 
their actions. and will be satisfied 
with the approved panies when 
they vote, as they mustdoon pain 
of a fine. 

The choice is between one rig- 
htist party led by a former general, 
which lists Prime Minister Bulend 
Ulusu among its candidates, one 
rightist party led by former eco- 
nomy chief Turgut Ozal and one 
mildly leftist group, the Populist 
Parly. 

The policies of the three have 
not been very clearly defined so 
far. 

Former Gen. Turgut Sunalp's 
Nationalist Democracy Party str- 
esses anti-Communism as its main 
platform, while Mr. OzaTs Mot- 
herland Party concentrates on 
forging economic prosperity thr- 
ough a mix of free market mea- 
sures and state incentives. 

The leaders of each party will 
meet in Turkey’s first televised 
election debate later this month, 
and will also each face a broadcast 
press conlerence. 

In the meantime, there is little 
sign of the fervent election fever 
that marked elections of old. The 
only opinion poll so far published 
showed 70 per cent of the ele- 
ctorate have yei to decide how to 
vote. 


MR. AH MED Kalash. the mayor 
of Sidon. is a cautious host in his 
large and beautifully furnished 
fiat. Parts of this town were fla- 
ttened by Israeli bombardment 
and tanks last year and he is living 
under the vigilant eye of an occ- 
upying army. A civil engineer bef- 
ore being nominated as mayor by 
the Lebanese government four 
years ago. his job after the inv-' 
asion was to remove the dead bod- 
ies and try to repair the electricity, 
water, and sewerage systems. 

Now. as head of the Beirut gov- 
ernment’ s vestigal authority, he 
sees with evident distate the Isr- 
aelis digging in deeper. “They are 
spending a lot of money and 
why?" he asked. They have a pri- 
son and an airstrip. They, are arm- 
ing another* Shi* ite’ militia. They 
claim it is so that the people can 
protect themselves. But from 
whom?’’ 

The Sidon police have been 
reduced to traffic duties. Armed 
robberies and car thefts have inc- 
reased. “The police can do not- 
hing. They know that people who 
carry guns have to have a green 
card from the Israelis. We coo- 
perate with the Israelis.” he said 
dryly, “only when their perceived 
security interests affect us." 

The new. so called Shfite army 
is. in reality a ragbag of village- : 
based militiamen, reputedly paid 
£300 a month by the Israelis, alt- 
hough they claim the money is rai- . 
sed locally. It is estimated to be no 
stronger than 2.000 men. It stands 
alongside another Israeli creation, 
the Free Lebanon Army of the 
renegade Lebanese army major. 
Sa'ad Haddad, whose mainly 
Shfite soldiers operate with the 
Israeli force. Both their flags fly at 
the first Israeli checkpoint just 
nonh of the Awali River, north of 
Sidon and 40 miles inside Leb- 
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because of an unidentified illness, 
has already complained about the 
deanh of new recruits. It is widely 
believed that the Israeli emphasis 
on village militias wras a rec- 
ognition that the imposition of an 
army hierarchy in this rural and 
fractious area was impossible. 

A cynical Lebanese view is that 
the Israelis are up to their old tac- 
tics of divide and rule “just as they 
armed the Druze and the Fa- 
langists before pulling out of the 
Shouf mountains last month." 
One observer also believes that 
the militias are being raised as an 
intelligence-gathering network. 

The Israeli force has been active 
in recruiting agents in the Pal- 
estinian refugee camps at Sidoo 
where many people are still living 
in tents and squalor after the Isr- 
aeli invasion. Sources in the camps 
s'afd that about 4n Lebanese and 
Palestinian agents were working 
for the Israelis. Four teenagers 
were reportedly arrested recently 
and taken to the new Israeli prison 
at Ansar. Their crime had been to 
scrawl Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation ( PLO ! graffiti on some 
walls. Ansar, on Lebanese ter- 
ritory. holds between 4.tHn» and 
5.0(H) prisoners, mainly Pal- 
estinian.

anese territory. 

A young, ginger-beared spo- 
kesman for the Israeli Defence 
Force at Government House in 
Sidon. which was unc- 
eremoniously taken over in the 
invasion, said that the Shfites 
were joining the militias “to pre- 
vent a return of the Palestinian 
fighters who had treated the local 
people so badly." Almost as an 
after-thought, he added that Israel 
needed to be confident of its own 
security on the northern border. 
After all. Israeli soldiers were still 
being regularly attacked. 

Other independent sources in 
the area paint a very different pic- 
ture. In the first place, they say. 
the attacks in the past month have 
been the work of the Lebanese 
Communist Pany. which the Isr- 
aelis have been unable to infiltrate 
because of its cell structure. The 
Israeli attempts to build a client 
security force through Major 
Haddad also appeared to have 
foundered. . . 

Major Haddad, who last week 
stood down from daily command 


A middle-aged Palestinian, 
whose brother spent nine months 
inside, described the punishment 
system: “People are taken to the 
‘Jura’— the hole— which is dug in 
the ground.

Mayor Kalash is not alone in 
feeling that the Israeli occupation 
is going to continue.

The Israelis dislike the word 
occupation. Last week two jou- 
rnalists in Sidon. Mohammed 
Saleh and Mazen Beidaoui. were 
arrested and held for three hours.

OTTAWA — Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau has lau- 
nched a peace offensive aimed at 
toning down “megaphone dip- 
lomacy" between the sup- 
erpowers. 

The phrase was coined by for- 
mer British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington and Mr. Trudeau 
was quick to use it recently to dis- 
tance himself from the hardline 
anti-Soviet stance of visiting Bri- 
tish Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher. 

Mr. Trudeau's fears of a nuclear 
holocaust and carefully measured 
criticism of both superpowers 
have been consistent themes in 
recent speeches, fuelling spe- 
culation here that he may seek a 
mediator's role and accept a 
long-standing invitation from Sov- 
iet leader Yuri Andropov to visit 
Moscow. 

Mrs. Thatcher stressed here and 
in Washington that Nonh Atlantic 


Treaty Organisation (NATO) 
must have adequate weapons and 
the will to resist and deter a pot- 
ential aggressor. “It is time for 
freedom to take the offensive." 
she told the Canadian parliament. 

vlr. Trudeau, who clashed with 
her at the Williamsburg summit 
last May over disarmament, str- 
essed the need to negotiate. 

"Lei us work together to est- 
ablish better communications and 
understanding” he said a few 
months ago. "we cannot go on fac- 
ing down of megaphone dip- 
lomacy." 

The phrase cropped up again 
when he flew down to New York 
to attend the U.N. General Ass- 
embly and implied that he would 
be ready to act as a bridge between 
East and West even though the 
time was not ripe right now. 

"I would certainly like to go to 
Moscow if that could be useful but 
I don't see how it could be at the 
momenL" he told reporters. 

“We have two superpowers 
who are using megaphone dip- 


lomacy and shouting stupid things 
at each other.” he added. 

Ylr. Trudeau said he did not 
think the West would gain con- 
cessions from the Soviet Union 
“by treating them as murderers." 
he added: "We might get some 
de-escalation in the cold war by 
treating them as humaa beings." 

His pleas for peace, whether 
presented to -Mrs. Thatcher, par- 
liament or the faithful in his own 
Liberal Party, are passionately 
delivered by NATO's longest- 
serving prime minister with a ren- 
ewed vigour that has surprised 
many Canadians. 

vlr. Trudeau. 15 years at the 
helm, has said he will step down 
before the next general election, 
expected next year, and his ruling 
Liberals are trailing the buoyant 
opposition Tories by almost two to 
one in opinion polls. 

But now political commentators 
are puzzled over the enigmatic 
Trudeau's next move, possibly on 
the international stage. 

With his political fortunes at a 


low ebb on the home front, he 
could carve out some kind of med- 
iator role to bring the glitter back 
to his image and possibly herald an 
electoral battle against new Tory 
leader Brian Mulroney. 

Mr. Trudeau has clearly rel- 
ished his clashes in parliament 
with the inexperienced Mulroney. 
who won a House of Commons 
seat in August 

Mr. Mulroney attacked him for 
calling the South Korean airliner 
disaster a tragic accident. Mr. 
Trudeau angrily retorted that now 
they “must try and find some way 
to stop shouting at each other 
when the world is teetering on the 
brink of disaster." 

He has consistently backed 
NATO’s two-track policy of dep- 
loying new weapons in Europe 
this December barring a bre- 
akthrough in arms negotiations 
and agreed to let the United States 
test the cruise missile over Can- 
ada’s frozen north despite res- 
istance here from anti-nuclear 
protesters.

ISTANBUL— On 17th May the 
Exhibition of Jordan Con-., 
temporary Art was opened in Ist- 
anbul at the State Gallery of Fme 
Arts by Governor of Istanbul, 
Ncvzat Ayaz. It brings ‘bom the 
Jordan National Gallery in 
Amman to thc art lovers and art- 
ists of Turkey .a vigour, freshness 
and youthful vitality.. 

Princess Wijdan Ali in her mes- 
sage to the Turkish public said, 
“The exhibition,- Jordan Con- 
temporary Art, comes to Turkey 
dosing the cultural gap that has 
existed between the two countries 
for almost half a century... thr- 
ough art we bring a message of 
beauty and peace." 

This exhibition first opened on 
April 25 in the nation's capital, 
Ankara. Attending the opening in 
Ankara at the invitation of the 
Turkish Minister of Culture and 
Tourism were prominent mem-; 
here of the diplomatic corps, the 
Turkish Minister of Foreign Aff- 
airs and the Minister of Justice as 
well as an unusually large number 
of art collectors, artists and rep- 
resentatives of all the major pap- 
ers. The following day the Mus- 
eum of Sculpture and Painting, 
where the exhibition was held .in’ 
Ankara, recorded over twelve, 
thousand visitors,- many of them 
school children. 

Wide press and television cov- 
erage remarked on the sop- 
histicated polish of presentation, 
the refinement of its message and 
the unexpected quality, vitality 
and cultural affinity of the works.

art exhibition reflects 
shness and vitality 


Turkey’s art magazines as their 
new monthly issues appear on the 
newsstands. Before the exhib ition 
moved from Ankara to Istanbul 
word had already spread to the old 
capital. Thus, the opening in Ist- 
anbul drew artists who rarely 
come out for the formality of an 
opening. Why the curiosity and 
excitement? 

Surprise from the East 

For two hundred years Turkey 
has looked West and now the East 
is taking it by surprise. This exh- 
ibition marks the first time the 
Jordan National Gallery goes abr- 
oad with its collection of Jor- 
danian artists. It is also the first 
exhibition of painting, sculpture 
and ceramics from an Arab cou- 
ntry to be bdd in Turkey’s State 
Museum of Painting and Scu- 
lp ture.lt? advent is timely. . . 

Princess Wijdan Ali, President 
of Jordan’s Royal Society for Fine 
Arts, had impressed international 
art historians as she presided over 
two sessions of the “International 
Symposium on .tire Common Pri- 
nciples, Forms and Themes of Isl- 
amic Art” convened in Istanbul, 
the week before the exhibition 
opened in Ankara. All the par- 
ticipants at the. Symposium had 
called for the opening of cultural 
exchange between Islamic • cou- 
ntries. Quietly .the Exhibition of 
Jordan Cmitemporaiy Art was 
mounted in the meantime. 

Suddenly the exhibition opened 
to show with a panoply of works 
what was already happening in 
this direction through the for--, 
esightedness of the Jordanian 


Royal Society for Fine Arts. Hai- 
led by General Kemal Gokce as 
the first concrete evidence of pot- 
ting wishes into action, he rem- 
arked on the dynamic dev- 
elopment of Jordanian ait and the 
leadership role being played by 
the Jordan National Gallery and 
the Royal Society for Fine Arts by 
collecting and . presenting these 
works. 

The Director of the Jordan Nat- 
ional Gallery, Sub ail Bisharat, 
emphasised that this was but one 
part of the gallery’s growing col- 
lection from the Arab and Islamic 
countries and represented only 
contemporary Jordanian art. He 
added that the selection of pai- 
ntings and ceramics makes no 
-claim to being a comprehensive 
and exhaustive presentation of the 
visual arts in Jordan today. Hie 
works have been chosen, he said, 
to give our Turkish viewers as 
wide as possible acquaintance 
with artists active in Jordan today 
from the collection of the Jordan 
National Gallery. All the works, 
with the exception of a -cen- 
trepiece portrait by Princess Fah- 
refoissa Zeid, come from the Jor- 
dan National Gallery’s permanent 
collection. 

This one work was graciously 
donated for the length of the exh- 
ibition, Mr.Bisharal explained, by 
the artist Princess Fahrelnissa 
Zeid so that viewers in Turkey 
could see an example of her work 
since her last individual exhibition 
held in Turkey at the Hittite Mus- 
eum in 1964, Mr. Bisharat said. 
An earlier work of hers is con- 
tained in the Jordan National Gal- 
lery's permanent collection. This 


portrait, placed at the end of a 
tong vista, exercised a magnetic 
attraction on the public'’ 

Two jn^jor impressions 

The selection of 32 Jordanian 
artists, one of them a sculptour 
and one a ce ramie ist with tbc rem- 
aining painters, made two major 
impressions on the Turkish aud- 
ience. One is of youth. The other is 
of vigour, and an open society. 
Few of the- painters were born 
before 1940, and most of them 
after 1950. Fewer still were bora 
on the East Bank of the Jordan 
River. Those who were bora bef- 
ore 1940. notably Princess Fah- 
rebussa Zeid and Omar Fawzi, 
both of Turkish origin, have som- 
ehow absorbed a remarkable vig- 
our from the clarity, of Jordan's 
deserts, preserving in their works 
an individuality and stamina of 
youthful maturity, quite outside 
their Turkish contemporaries. 

It is as if the artistic genius of 
Qasr * Amra, lying dormant for so 
many centuries in the desert, has 
suddenly given off green shoots, 
like a rare desert plant that with 
water and care bursts into bloom . I 
had the opportunity to represent 
Turkey at the exhibition brought 
to Amman by the Jordan National 
Gallery and the Royal Society for 
Fine Arts in cooperation with the 
Turkish government to com- 
memorate the centennial of Ata- 
turk with one hundred years of 
Turkish painting. During that visit 
I travelled in the desert, saw the 
vastness and colours of Princess 
Wijdan All’s immense. shi- 
mmering canvassses. the rem-

arkable soft light of Ali Jabris 
work, the magnificent Byz- 
antinesque portraiture of Princess 
-Fahrelnissa Zeid. the youth, dyn- 
amism and hope of the country 
and its artists. 

In Suhail Bisharat’ s work there 
is the intuition of a geologist who 
looks under the external, see- 
mingly hopeless forms of a 
steppe-desert landscape and dis- 
covers an interior world of fan- 
tasy. The liquid brightness of the 
.Dead Sea in Fuad Minus work 
veils the distant horizon of Jer- 
usalem. 

Accompanying the Jordanian 


exhibition to Turkey at the inv- 
itation of the Turkish government 
was Fuad Mimi. artist and tel- 
evision producer. Mr. Mimi per- 
formed both roles in Ankara, col- 
lecting about himself young artists 
and connoiseurs while deftly ove- 
rseeing the filming of the exh- 
ibitions by Turkish te ams . 

Ali Jabri. a sensitive artist, is on 
display in this exhibition with his 
superb interior of a house in 
Ma'an. Each artist is represented 
by only one work. Mohanna 
Durra’s monochrome printing is 
an important example of cubism, 
which gains uniqueness with its 


monolithic structures. Tawfiq AI 
Sayed joins him. adding greater 
colour in his large canvas. Aziz 
Amoura and Kuram Nimry, both 
born in 1944 and educated at (he 
Baghdad Academy of Fine Arts, 
one famous for his portraits and 
the other for his sculpture, are 
seen in this exhibition, the latter 


with an outstanding example in 
wood. And then the work of cer- 
amicist, Mahmoud Taba’. a great, 
full round form incissd with Arab 
calligraphy and displayed on a 
pedestal.

Japan wins 4 world judo golds 
but could have done even better 


MOSCOW (R) — Japan will look 
back with regret on the 1983 
World Judo Championships, for 
although they took four gold med- 
als the tally couldquite easily have 
been six. 

Noboyukv Seta, team coach and 
himself a former world champion, 
had predicted a haul of at least 
four golds in Moscow and hea- 
vyweights' Yasuhiro Yamashita. 
and Hitoshi Saito, in the open cat- 
egory, duly obliged. 

The other golds he anticipated 
from bantamweight Kenichi Har- 
aguchi and featherweight Yos- 
hiyuki Matsuo ka failed to mat- 
erialise, however, when both men 
lost by going on the defensive at 
crucial moments. 

But two divisions — lightweight 
and light-middleweight — yielded 
gold where only, silver had been 
expected. 

Lightweight Hidetoshi Nak- 
anishi was the outstanding com- 
petitor at the weight but Nob- 
utoshi Hikage was somewhat for- 
tunate to take the decision against 


defending light-middleweight 
champion Neil Adams of Britain. 

It was evident from the start of 
the championships Japan had a 
particularly strong ' team, and 
there is no reason why their dom- 
inance should not continue in the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics. 

Of the six 1980 Olympic cha- 
mpions who returned to Moscow, 
only Nikolai Solodoukhin of the 
Soviet Union completed the pri- 
zed double. 

The rest — Robert van der 
Walle (Belgium), Ezio Gamba 
.(Italy), Angelo Parisi (France), 
Thieny Rey (France) and Shota 
KJhabarelli (Soviet Union) — had 
to settle for lesser medals. 

Only van der Walle truly dis- 
tinguished himself with an epic 
battle against with Hitoshi Saito 
on the last day. 

Japanese coach Sato has said 
the 23-year-old Saito has shown 
himself to be a much improved 
Judoka, and that there was now 
little to chose between him and the 
legendary Yamashita, three years 


his senior. 

If anything, Saito showed more 
flair than Yamashita, throwing 
everybody, and only failing to 
score ippon against an immensely 
determined van der Walle, who 
came out of retirement earlier this 
year. 

Their contest will be rem- 
embered for many years, and was 
probably the finest of the four-day 
championships. 

“I had to work very hard," adm- 
itted Saito, who tops 130 kg aga- 
inst the 95 kg of van der Walle. “It 
was very tough but he is very 
strong.'* 

But there were other major tal- 
king points.

Adams was robbed of his second 
world title against Hikage will 
long be discussed while coaches 
will take home the ingenious pic- 
kups developed by the Soviet Jud- 
okas and the flying armlocks of 
Valeri Divisbenko.

COLOGNE, West Germany — 
The dope scandal at last Augusts 
Pan-American Games in Caracas 
may well mark the turning-point 
for widespread drug abuse in 
American sport, according to the 
West German expert who exposed 
it 

Professor Manfred Donike, 
head of Cologne’s Institute of- 
Biochemistry, setoff alarm bells in 
Venezuela with his sophisticated 
testing techniques which revealed 
that 19 games competitors had 
taken illegal drugs. 

In addition a group of U.S. ath- 
letes returned home before com- 
peting- and at least one confirmed 
that be withdrew because of the 
drug-testing procedures. 

Yet the 50-year-old Donike, a 
former champion cyclist of his 
country, appears genuinely sur- 
prised at the shock his tests have 
given to the whole American 
sports scene. 

“No-one should have been sur- 
prised by my tests,” he told Reu- 
ters. “Contrary to a lot of the 
things said they are identical to the ■ 
ones we have been using for years 
in Europe. 

“I sent detailed information on 
these techniques to all the sports 
bodies involved and, months bef- 
ore the games, went to Caracas to 
give a lecture to representatives 
from almost all partxnpating fed- 
erations and nations.” 

“It was no secret,”, he says. 
“This was no sudden attack on 
U.S. sport.” 

Donike says he suspects a num- 
ber of competitors performed 
below par fa Caracas to avoid a 
medal position which would inv- 
olve a dope test and estimates as 
many as 50 or more sportsmen 
there had taken illegal drugs. 

The extent of doping was ill- 
ustrated by the fact that the off- 
enders came from 10 nations and 
six different sports: 

The West German biochemist 
said he believes there is a timelag 
between America and Europe on 
awareness .of the harmful effects 
of drugs in sport. 

" "The death during the Tour de 
France cycle race in 1967 of Bri- 
tish rider Tom Simpson, a former 
world champion who collapsed 
and died after taking stimulants, 
was a salutary experience winch 
provoked action by European 
sports bodies to stop drug abuse, 
he points out. 

But the lessons were not lea-

and where many sportsmen have 
come to believe that drug taking is 
! indispensable to achievement at 
the highest level. 

Caracas could be a turning- 
point in the campaign against drug 
abuse in American sport, Donike 
believes, and is likely to be a shaip 
lesson to sportsmen intent on 
using dope in their preparation for 
year* s Olympic Games in Los 
Angeles. 

But he says the tests used in 
Caracas were identical to the ones 
carried out at this year's World 
Athletics and Rowing Cha- 
mpionships in Helsinki and Dui- 
sburg, West Germany, at which no 
positive cases of drug abuse were 
found. 

U.S. athletes competing reg- 
ularly at major European mee- 
tings are well aware that dope tes- 
ting is routine on this side of the 
Atlantic and take care not to tra- 
nsgress the rules, he says. 

Donike devised techniques to 
detect the use of stimulants back 
in 1969 when he was given the job 
of dope testing for the 1972 Mun- 
ich Olympics, the games at which 
widespread controls over drug use 
were introduced. 

Since then he has become wid- 
ely regarded as the world 1 s leading 
authority on dope testing and has 
acted as adviser to both the Oly- 
mpiads held since and to num- 
erous major sporting events. 

He and his team of 19 tec- 
hniques operate from the seventh 
floor of the . Deutsche Spo- 
rthochschule overlooking the twin 
spires of Cologne Cathedral from 
a laboratory boasting some two- 
aod-a-half million marks ($1 mil- 
lion) of sophisticated equipment. 

"But there’s nothing so special 
about it,” he says. "■This equ- 
ipment is good but if steadily ava- 
ilable anywhere/’ 

His tests for stimulants are unc- 
hanged since 1969 and those to 
detect anabolic steroids, used 


mainly by wcightlifters and field 
athletes as body-builders, were 
developed in 1974 and improved 
to their present standard four 
years ago. 

The institute spends much of its 
time on research and has dev- 
eloped tests being used in next 
year’s Olympics to detect tes- 
tosterone, the male hormone nat- 
urally produced in the testes* 
doses of which can be artificially 
added to improve the per- 
formance of both male and female 
athletes. The drug is on the ban- 
ned list foi the first time. 

*'■ His first inkling of the dramatic 
events of Caracas came before the 
Pan-American Games started 
when the U.S. team demanded 
pre-checks. 

"As a rule 1 am against pne- 
. checks,” Donike says. "But con- 
siderable pressure was put on ine 
so in the end I accepted." 

Of the 10 weigh differs he tested 
he found positive evidence of ana- 
bolic steroids or testosterone in 
eight, a suspicion of dope use m a 
ninth and the last sample res* 
embled water so closely it was de- 
arly doctored, Donike said. 

His experiences of drug-taking 
among cyclists in the 1950s has 
given him a long-standing distaste 
for dope fa sport. “Many of them 
were taking small doses of amp- 
hetamines. This never seemed to 
me compatible with sport. 

"You might say I was never a 
pharmacist. I could not even comr' 
pete after drinking coffee.” 

Donike is now growing fac^ 
reasingly interested fa the wid- 
espread use of cocaine by Ame- 
rican sportsmen. 

“It’s never been widely ava- 
ilable in Europe so it hasn't been a 
problem here.” he said. “Though 
it acts as a stimulant. It’s not long- 
lasting or controllable so I would 
have thought it would have a negi 
ative effect. 

"But if if s used so much there 
' must be something in it. I would 
like to know more.”

Bank lending to Third 
World rises slightly 





WASHINGTON (R) -The U.S. 
Export-Import Bank (Eximbank] 
said Monday it has reduced. int- 
erest rates on medium and long- 
term loans that finance American 
exports to mid die- in come and 
poor countries. 

■ The reductions, which come 
into effect immediately, are. part 
of; a compromise to implement 
pew guidelines adopted on Oct. 1 3 
by members of the Organisation 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 

Under the new OECD gui- 
delines, minim um interest rates 
charged for export financing loans 
will be revised' automatically 
every six' months beginning in 
Jaouaiy 1984 to reflect changes in 
market interest rates. 

U.S. has long favoured such an 
automatic adjustment procedure, 
arguing that some . Western ind- 
ustrial countries were unfairly 
subsidising trade to developing 
nations by charging too Unle on 
export loans.

BASLE (R) — Bank lending to Third World nations 
picked np slightly in the second quarter of the year, 
improving their chances of financing huge balance of 
payments deficits, the Bank for International Set- 
tlements (BIS) said Tuesday. 


After slumping to S 1 -6 billion in 
the first quarter, new lending to 
non-oil-producing developing 
countries rose to 54.2 billion in the 
following three months. 

This was still much lower than 
the 513 billion loaned in-the same 
quarter last year, but the BIS said 
in its quarterly international ban- 
king report the S5(J billion balance 
of payments deficit forecast for 
these countries this year may now 
prove fmanceable. 

The Swiss-based BIS. which 
operates as the central banks' cle- 
aring agency, warned in its last 
report in July that planned deficits 
in some countries might not be 
sustainable because bank lending 
had been cut back so sharply in the 
past year. 

This could have forced Third 
World governments, many of 
which are already -running tough 
economic adjustment pro- 
grammes to impose even harsher 
austerity measures to cut imports. 

Third World nations are exp- 
ected to need another S2U billion 
in bank loans to meet their 1 983 


balance of payments Qeeds, it said. 

The BIS bases its greater opi- 
imism over the developing world’s 
troubles on the assumption that 
bank lending will continue to rec- 
over. and that “involuntary” loans 
to problem countries will resume 
after a temporary halt. 

Involuntary loans are those 
made by banks under pressure' 
from government and central 
b anks as part of a rescue package 
involving International Monetary 
Fund credits. 

In the first quarter of 1983. 
Mexico and Brazil, the two nat- 
ions with the biggest repayment 
problems, took up S3 billion of 
such loans. 

The BIS remarks on Third 
World deficits were among the 
few hopeful notes in its report.' 
which showed international bank 
lending worldwide had continued 
to shrink under the impact of the 
debt problems and recession. - 

For the first time since the BIS 
began collecting quarterly data 
in 1963. total outstanding foreign 
loans of banks in the major Wes- 


tern industrialised countries sho- 
wed virtually no quarterly inc- 
rease. 

Growth of foreign lending, exc- 
luding operations between banks, 
amounted worldwide to only half 
that in the Second q uarter of last 
year. It was a little higher than the 
first quaner. this year, but this was 
partly seasonal, the BIS said. . 

Apart from involuntary loans, 
Latin America received only S7UU 
million of new credit from banks 
in major industrialised countries 
in the first half. 

Lending to Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC l, at a standstill in the first 
quarter, totalled only $800 million 
in the second quarter. However. 
OPEC countries reduced their 
bank deposits by S7.1 billion. 

Eastern Europe, where the int- 
ernational debt crisis began with 
Poland in 1981. received S3U0 
million in new credits in the sec- 
ond quarter. 

The BIS warned that if future 
debt problems were to be con- 
tained there had to be a rea- 
sonable financial climate in the 
developed world, problem cou- 
ntries must pursue IMF-agreed 
adjustment programmes and the 
banks must continue to finance 
both creditworthy and iroubled 


Comecon premiers begin meeting 


EAST BERLIN (R) - East 
German Prime Minister Willi 
Stoph opened a three-day meeting 
of government heads from the 
Soviet-led mtde group Comecon 
Tuesday with a plea for greater 
cooperation. 

The same goal was stated in the 
10-nation body’s annual, report 
which said Comecon bodies would 
work out proposals for bringing 
the members’ economic ins- 
titutions closer together. 


The meeting approved an age- 
nda calling for discussion of the 
report, expanding cooperation on 
energy and raw materials savings 
and on improving food supplies in 
the member states. 

. Co mecon — Council for Mutual 
Economic Assistance — groups 
the Soviet Union. Poland, East 
Germany. Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary, Romania. Bulgaria, Cuba, 
Mongolia and Vietnam. 

The report said that economic 


cooperation within Comecon 
stood in contrast with what it cal- 
led the deepening crisis in the cap- 
italist world. 

If said stable supplies of Soviet 
oil had flowed as agreed to most 
Comecon countries, but made no 
mention of a 10 per cent cut ord- 
ered by Moscow last year in order 
to maintain earnings on the world 
market in the face of the falling 
world price. 

East European sources exp- 


ected the price charged by the Sov- 
iet Union for its oil to draw com- 
plaints from the East European 
states. The cutback is thought not 
to have been repeated this year 
and some countries have adjusted 
to haiing less oil. partly through 
energy-savings. 

The report said cooperation 
within the group had improved 
and that member countries had 
begun coordinating their five- 
year plans for 1986-1990.

, Africa’s neighbours 
warned of future raids 


JOHANNESBURG (R> — South Africa has again 
flexed its military muscle against a black nei- 
ghbouring state with a raid Monday on a nationalist 
guerrilla office in Mozambique, following it up with 
by warning that more attacks could be expected. 


The South African Defence 
Force gave few details of the pre- 
dawn strike, but said a smaii task 
force had successfully carried out 
the operation against what it des- 
cribed as operational hea- 
dquarters of the African National 
Congress i ANC' which is sworn to 
overthrow white-minority rule in 
Sourh Africa. 

.Announcing the attack. South 
African Defence Minister Magnus 
Malan said: "As long as they t the 
Mozambicans i continue to help 
the ANC w-ith the planning of ter- 
rorist acts ... the SAD F"i South 
African Defence Force < will con- 
duct operations in that country." 

Mozambique said that five peo- 
ple were injured by a bomb on the 
roof of an apartment block in cen- 
tral Maputo which the Moz- 
ambican security sen ice said hou- 
sed an ANC office. 

It was the third major strike by 


South Africa into Mozambique 
since 19*1. 

Neither South Africa nor Moz- 
ambique has given details of the 
raid which followed quickly on 
explosions in South Africa that 
caused severe damage to a fuel 
depot in the spa town of War- 
mbaths. near Pretoria. 

Gen. Malan told a political mee- 
ting Monday night that South Afr- 
ica had yet to use its" iron fist" and 
that to date it had conducted ope- 
rations such as the one in Maputo 
Monday “clinically”. 

He hoped it would ne'er be 
necessary for South Africa to 
show its true might. 

The minister said South Africa 
was tired of its people being exp- 
osed to sabotage and terror "for 
which the ANC later claims res- 
ponsibility from some obscure off- 
ice in some or other southern Afr- 
ican state." 


He added: “Limpet mines and 
other bombs which explode inside 
South Africa do not just fall from 
the sky — they come here with the 
knowledge and cooperation of 
some of our neighbouring states." 

In Paris, meanwhile. Moz- 
ambican President Samora Mac- 
hel was due to watch French mil- 
itary manoeuvres Tuesday after 
talks Monday with France on mil- 
itary cooperation following the 
South African commando raid. 

The Mozambican leader, who 
arrived Monday in Paris for a 
two-day official \isit. condemned 
the South African attack as ter- 
rorism. 

Mr. Machel told reporters after 
talks and a working lunch with 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand that he had asked for. and 
obtained assurances of. “all 
kinds" of military support for the 
defence of his country. 

A French presidential spo- 
kesman said later Mr. Machel had 
made no such request directly, but 
that France would study sym- 
pathetically any Mozambican 
appeal for military support. 


U.S. claims missile secrets sold to 
Poland by expert are invaluable 

SAN FRANCISCO I Ri — Ele- 
ctronics expert James Harper, 
accused of selling L.S. missile sec- 
rets to Poland, claimed to have up 
to ui> kg of defence documents, 
according to counter-espionage 
agents. 

*1 ha\e somewhere around 40 
secret documents dealing w ith bal- 
listic missile defence.'' Mr. Har- ' 
per. 4o. from Mountain View. Cal- 
ifornia. was quoted as saying in a 
Federal Bureau of Imestigation 
l FBI > affidavit. 

Mr. Harper, who made a brief, 
appearance in a U.S. federal court 
in San Francisco Monday charged 
with delivering national defence 
information to the Polish gov- 


ernment. is alleged to have rec- 
eived more than $250,000 for the 
secrets. 

The acting director of tec- 
hnology at the U.S. army's bal- 
listic missile defence project off- 
ice. John Cunningham, said in the 
affidavit that the value of the inf- 
ormation to Warsaw Pact military 
planners was beyond calculation. 

"The documents described ext- 
remely sensitive research and 
development efforts undertaken 
by the Defence Department which 
would enable the Minuteman 
t intercontinental > missile and 
other strategic forces to survive a 
pre-emptive (first) nuclear attack 
bv the Soviet Union." Mr. Cun- 


ningham said. 

In the 33-page affidavit lodged 
wiih the court, the FBI quoted Mr. 
Harper as saying: “I have stashed 
probably about what i would est- 
imate at 15t> to 21K1 pounds of def- 
ence documents." 

In a statement in the affidavit, 
an FBI special agent. Allan 
Power, described a series of mee- 
tings Mr. Harper was alleged to 
have had in Mexico. Switzerland. 
Vienna and in a villa outside War- 
saw. 

FBI inquiries revealed the com- 
pany had numerous contacts with 
the ballistic missile defence adv- 
anced technology centre in Hun 
tsville. .Alabama. Mr. Power said.

40 ships 
stranded in 
Siberia 

MOSCOW (R) — Four convoys 
of Soviet fighteis stranded in pack 
tee north of eastern Siberia faced 
worsening conditions Tuesday 
and a special commission has been 
set up to coordinate rescue action, 
according to latest reports. 

An easterly wind which only a 
few days ago was blowing warm 
air from the Pacific, giving hope 
for an early end to the crisis, has 
given way to a northwesterly gale 
and new thick ice is building up. 
the trade union daily Trud rep- 
orted Tuesday. 

Some 40 ships, on the Arctic 
freight line which supplies the iso- 
lated cities of north Siberia, are 
held fast by the worst ice con- 
ditions reported in over 40 years. 

“It appears that the situation 
will become even more tense by 
tomorrow.’’ a correspondent rep- 
orted from Monday’s meeting of 
the rescue committee at Pevek, 
the tiny northeast Siberian port 
which is the closest inhabited 
point to the convoys. 

The sailors on board the freight 
ships and icebreakers, supposed to 
be leading the convoys but now 
also hemmed in. were enduring 
fierce winds and temperatures of 
minus 20 degrees, he said. 

Aircraft carrying scientists and 
ships' captains have been circling 
the area daily searching for gaps or 
fissures in the ice indicating a line 
of least resistance for the ice- 
breakers to attempt to open up. 


Sri Lanka

COLOMBO (R) — The Sri Lan- 
kan govemmentTuesday released 
two more letters which it said fir- 
mly established that the Tamil 
party campaigning for a separate 
state had links with guerrillas fig- 
hting for the same cause. 

The move followed a statement 
by Tamil leader Appapillai Ami- 
rthalingam saying that a similar 
letter alleged to have been written 
by his younger son and issued by 
the authorities Iasi week con- 
tained mistranslations, distortions 
and interpolations.

letters at a press conference Tue- 
sday, said all three were written by 
Mr. Amirthalingam's son.

They were arrested aboard the 
Sinbad at Portland, southern Aus- 
tralia. prosecutor Richard Mai- 
dment told Melbourne mag- 
istrates coun Monday. 

They had planned to invade one 
end of the Comoros Islands, bet- 
ween Madagascar and the African 
mainland, while about 50 mer- 
cenaires recruited in Britain sto- 
rmed the other end. the pro- 
sect uion alleged. 

William Lugg. 31, John Meyer. 
23. and Dieter Burojevic. 36. are 
charged with preparing between 
December. 1982, and March this 
year to enter a foreign country 


with intent to engage in hostile a«- 
ivity against its government. 

No plea was taken from the 
men. who. if convicted, face a 
maximum 14-year jail term under 
Australia’s Crimes. Foreign Inc- 
ursions and Recruitment Act. 

Prosecuror Maidment said the 
three men were hired by a man 
acting for a Prince KamaJial. des- 
cribed as a son of the former ruler 
of the islands, now known as the 
Islamic Republic of Comoros. 

He said the trio. Lugg with one 
leg and a disability pension, had 
intended sailing from Gellong, 
near Melbourne, to the West 
Coast port of Perth at the start of 
their voyage.

Sri Lanka extends emergency 


COLOMBO (R) — Sri Lanka’s 
government said Tuesday the nat- 
ionwide state of emergency imp- 
osed five months ago to prevent 
ethnic violence and curb separatist 
guerrillas had been extended by a 
month. 

Tamil guerrillas, fighting for a 
separate state, continue to make 
sporadic attacks in the nonhern 


and eastern provinces. Suspected 
guerrillas Monday seized 40 fir- 
earms and stole cash from a gov- 
ernment office in the east coast 
town of Batticaloa. 

President Junius Jayewardene 
has invited four opposition parties 
to a meeting Wednesday to dis- 
cussing ways of resolving ethnic 
tension. 


‘Ambassador’ 
fined for 
jaywalking 

HONG KONG (R) — Raymonde 
Montague Sacklyn is not an amb- 
assador. only a jaywalker, a Hong 
Kong court ruled Tuesday when it 
decided that the case was not the 
biggest since the trial of Mary 
Queen of Scots. 

The court turned down a claim 
by Mr. Sacklyn. 48. that he was 
entided to diplomatic immunity as 
ambassador of a princely state in 
western Australia and fined him 
50 dollars (56 } for not using a 
pedestrian crossing. 

Mr. Sacklyn, editor of a local 
financial newsletter, appeared La 
court in a diplomatic morning coat 
and the cream brocade amb- 
assadorial sash of the Hun River 
Province principality for sen- 
tencing in what the coun was told 
was the biggest case since ihe trial 
of the queen, later beheaded. 

His lawyers submitted that the 
offence — committed with imp- 
unity by millions of people here 
every day — should be dealt with 
the International Coun of Justice 

But the Hong Kong gov- 
ernment responded that ihe def- 
ence arguments were “arrant non- 
sense and an embarrassment to 
the Commonwealth of Australia, 
.which does not recognise the pri- 
ncipality in the first place."

The official North Korean Cen- 
tral News Agency ( KCN’A >. mon- 
itored in Tokyo, said Monday that 
South Korean soldiers “fired 
many precision shots from aut- 
omatic weapons’’ at a North Kor- 
ean post in the eastern sector of 
the Demilitarised Zone dividing 
the peninsula. 

The agency also said two South 
Korean high-speed boats inf- 
iltrated into northern territorial 
waters off Changsan Cape on the 
west coast just before dawn Mon- 
day. 

A UNC spokesman said both 
allegations were being in\- 
estigated. 

The South Korean defence min- 
istry Monday denied further nor- 
thern allegations that it was sta- 
ging provocative war games, say- 
ing that a 2u.00()-man military 
exercise going on in and around 
Seoul was an annual routine ope- 
ration. 

Tuesday it was “CBR" (che- 
mical. biological and nuclear rad- 
ioactive) day in Seoul with guards 
wearing gas masks near des- 
ignated buildings during a 20- 
minute air raid exercise. 

As sirens wailed, the busy str- 
eets of this city of nine million 
people suddenly emptied for tra- 
ffic and disciplined citizens scu- 
rried to underground shelters and 
subwav entrances. 


14 hurt in 
Assam attack 

NEW DELHI (Ri — Fourteen 
passengers were injured, four ser- 
iously, when a bomb exploded in a 
bus in Assam's capital of Gauhari 
Monday night, the Press Trust of 
India (PTIj news agency reported 
Tuesday- It quoted police as say- 
ing the blast was caused by a time 
bomb. 

In New Delhi meanwhile, police 
Tuesday defused a bomb in a cin- 
ema after an anonymous tip off. 
the Press Trust of India (PT1) 
news agency reported. 

Explosions in two other cin- 
emas in New Delhi last week kil- 
led five people and injured 22. 
Police said Punjabi extremists 
might have been responsible for 
the bombs but no arrests had yet 
been made. 


Fighting

Guatemala 


MEXICO CITY (R) — Heavy 
fighting has erupted in Gua- 
temala’ s northern El Quiche pro- 
vince. and government forces 
have called in aircraft and hel- 
icopter gunships as rei- 
nforcements. according to left- 
wing guerrillas. 

In a statement from Mexico 
City, the Guerrilla Army of the 
Poor (EGP) Monday said strafing 
and bombing runs on villages in 
the area were causing heavy civ- 
ilian casualties. The EGP gave no 
figures and government army 
spokesman in Ciudad de Gua- 
temala had no immediate com- 
ment. 


Greek women force banning of low-grade film

ATHENS (R) — The last minute 
banning of a Greek film depicting 
the life, trial and sentencing to 
death of a rapist and murderer has 
been greeted joyfully by womens' 
organisations but denounced as 
censorship by its producers. 

"The Dragon, the Personality 
of the Day." — promoted by a 
lurid poster of a woman being str- 
angled — was due to open last 
week at cinemas all over the cou- 
ntry. 

But at the last moment, a com- 
mittee at the press ministry, which 
decides whether films are fit for 
general release or for adults only, 
told producer Costas Karayiannis 
that his work was not just uns- 
uitable for children, it was uns- 
uitable for anybody. 

“The women have won." hea- 
dlined the left-wing daily Ta Nea. 
over a photo of a woman tearing 
down a poster for the film. 

But Mr. Karayiannis saw it dif- 
ferently. After unsuccessfully try- 
ing to 'burn copies of the film out- 
side parliament — the police told 
him he was polluting the atm- 
osphere — he offered foreign 
newsmen a private viewing and 
invited them to judge for the- 


mselves if the film would enc- 
ourage would-be rapists, as 
women's groups fear. 

The producer, who has made 
over 100 low-budget films, says 
this is censorship reminiscent of 
the 1967-74 military dictatorship 
or the fascist regime before 1941. 

But for women's groups, the 
film was another example of what 
they call a cynicaL irresponsible 
altitude by the media to rapists. 

in June. Greek newspaper rea- 
ders were invited to follow in min- 
ute detail the trial of a young army 
officer stationed in the northern 
town of Drama who had sexually 
attacked nine women, killing two 
of them. 

The officer. Kyriakos Pap- 
achronis. dubbed “The Dragon of 
Drama", described in grisly detail 
how he cut women’s throats with a 
knife, using his training in a crack 
array unit. 

He was given two death sen- 
tences. but with the government 
pledged to abolish capital- pun- 
ishment soon, there is no chance 
that he will be executed. 

Now Athens has its own “Dra- 
gon". 

A 37-year-old physiotherapist 
pleaded guilty this week to two 
sexual murders and 14 rapes. 


Greek television gave extensive 
publicity to his arrest, and staged a 
“recreation” of his crimes that 
drew loud protests from feminists. 

“Of course we’re pleased about 
the banning of the film, but it’s not 
j ust the film, if s the whole attitude 
of the media to rape,” said Ant- 
igone Dimitriadis of the union of 
Greek women, whose president. 
Margaret Papandreou. is the 
American wife’ of Socialist Prime 
Minister Andreas Papandreou. 

Press Minister and government 
spokesman Di mi trios Maraud as 
called the film disgusting. He said 
the government, which plans soon 
to abolish censorship, felt justified 
in this case in taking the exc- 
eptional step of reviving a law that 
was widely used under the dic- 
tatorship but is now virtually def- 
unct. 

Mr. Karayiannis said he found it 
extraordinary that his- work should 
be banned when Greece’s culture 
minister, actress Melina Mercouri, 
recently received an award in the 
United States for her role in the 
abolition of censorship.

The Savoy, 
which serves lO.UfrO drinks a 
week, pleaded guilty, it said it had 
made a mistake in the heat of the 
moment and was taking steps to 
stop it happening again. 

Queen Elizabeth’s 
cockatoo stolen 

WHIPSNADE. England (Rt - 
Knowledgeable thieves escaped 
from Whipsnade Zoo Tuesday 
with a rare, royal bird. The 
sulphur-crested cockatoo was pre- 
sented to Britain’s Queen Eli- 
zabeth during a visit to Australia 
in 1963. The birdnappers also got 
a second suphur-crested coc- 
katoo. three Roseate cockatoos, 
two maned geese and four Car- 
oline ducks. “The thieves seemed 
to pick out the birds they wanted." 
said a spokesman for Whipsnade. 
which is a rural satellite of London 
zoo. 

No bodies found 
in destroyed store 

CHARLESTON, West Virginia 
(R) — Rescue workers searching 
the debris of a grocery store dem- 
olished by a gas explosion initially 
feared to have killed five people 
found no bodies, a police spo- 
kesman said Tuesday. Sixteen 
people were injured after the blast 
started an intense fire Monday in 
Davis Creek, south of Charleston. 
The spokesman said the owners of 
five cars parked outside the store 
had now been traced and no other 
casualties had been found m the 
all-night search of the smo- 
uldering wreckage. “We were 
very lucky", he said. 

2 jailed for 
Korean club fire 

SEOUL (R) — A Sourh Korean 
nightclub owner and his manager 
were sentenced to jail over a fire 
which killed 27 young disco fans at 
the southern city of Taegu last 
April, court officials said. Kira 
Byong-Su. owner of “The House 
on the Prairie’’ was sent to prison 
for five years and Im Soog-Chol. 
executive manager of the second- 
floor club, received a four-year 
sentence. Both had been charged 
with accidental homicide and vio- 
lation of fire prevention codes. 
The court in Taegu acquitted 
three other club employees of cha- 
rges of contravening south 
Korea's ban on admitting people 
under the age of 20 ro bars and 
other entertainment places, saying 
responsibility for enforcing the 
ban rested with the owners. 

Muscovites donate 
to war memorial 

MOSCOW (R) — Millions of 
roubles saved by Muscovites 
doing a day’s unpaid iabourwill be 
used to build a giant memorial to 
the Soviet victory in World War II. 
iKe official daily Pravda said. The 
amount of money saved by the 
communist “subbotnik", a day on 
which everyone from street swe- 
epers to assembly plant workers 
works without payment, totalled 
31.6 million roubles (about 540 
million), Pravda said. Subbotniks 
are announced once or twice a 
year.
